If they would conscientiously lift their 
ideals, and where they are now taking 
&@ year to prepare a work, in future 
take two or three years, the south 
would loom up as a mighty factor in 
the world of literature. 

The material is with us, the ability is in 
our faver, now if only the inclination 
will come, the future will glow with a 
crimsen color, 

One way to produce the desired resuit 
is for southern critics to be especially 
careful in the criticisms of the work of 
southern authors. Many a book has no 
doubt -received kinder mention at the 
hands of southern critics than it  ade- 
served because it bore the imprint of a 
southern writer’s name.

There 
Was a great deal of cotton for sale on 
the advance, however,. part of it com- 
ing through wire houses with southern 
connections ‘and after selling at {0c for 
January and 10.17 for March, the market 
weakened. Some of the early buyers be-' 
@an selling very freely on the decline, 
which soon caught stop loss orders and 
it* Was not until January reached 9.60 
and March 9.80 that there was enough 
covering to check the downward course 
of. the market. A rally of about 10 points 
was followed by a renewal of bear pres- 
sure and the lowest levels were reached 
in the late trading when January sgld at 
9.57 and March at 9.76. The close was 
only a point or two up from the lowest. 
The weather was good all over the south; 
receipts not so heavy as last week’s, but 
bearish compared with last year's and 
threa or four bearish crop estimates
